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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
New  Mills  Urban  District  Counoil. 

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District  of 
New  Mills  for  the  year  1954. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory 
and  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infection. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  has  been  relatively  high.  Rates  such  as  this  which  are 
based  on  small  numbers  tend  to  fluctuate  from  year  to  year  and 
the  most  satisfactory  method  is  to  take  the  averages  for  five 
or  ten-year  periods.  All  the  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  month  of  life  and  congenital  abnormalities  caused  a  high 
proportion  of  the  total  death  rate.  The  cause  of  congenital 
defects  is  a  complex  problem,  and  so  little  is  definitely  known 
of  the  mechanism  of  production  that  at  present  there  is  little 
hope  of  preventing  their  development. 

The  Government's  decision  to  end  the  meat  and  livestock 
control  scheme  in  July,  1954,  and  its  policy  of  moderate 
concentration  of  slaughtering  facilities  throughout  the 
country,  brought  now  responsibilities  to  local  authorities. 

The  long  term  policy  of  moderate  concentration  will  take  some 
years  to  apply  and  the  immediate  problem  was  the  provision  of 
adequate  facilities  during  the  interim  period.  Sufficient 
slaughtering  accommodation  had  to  be  provided  to  enable  tho 
distribution  of  home  killed  meat  to  proceed  smoothly  and 
without  interruption,  and  at  the  same  time,  adequate 
arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  meat  inspection  in  order  to 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  individual  consumer.  It  Is  very 
difficult,  with  a  small  staff,  to  provide  meat  Inspection  at 
a  number  of  widely  dispersed  slaughterhouses.  Moreover,  the 
present  practice  of  Sunday  and  evening  slaughtering  entails 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  for  the  meat  inspector  vjhich 
severely  taxes  an  already  overworked  staff.  As  an  interim 
measure,  pending  the  implementation  of  the  policy  of  moderate 
concentration,  two  slaughterhouses  have  been  granted  licences 
in  New  Mills. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Bill,  after  its  long  passage 
through  Parliament,  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  25th  November, 

1954,  but  will  not  come  into  operation  until  early  in -1955. 

The  wide  powers  which  were  proposed  for  local  authorities 
have  been  considerably  curtailed,  and  many  of  the  original 
draft  regulations  relating  to  food  hygiene  withdrawn  and  their 
essential  points  Incorporated  in  "Codes  of  Practice"  which  will 
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not  be  enforcoable  by  law.  premises  used  wholly  or  mainly  as 
catering  establishments  are  to  be  exempt  from  registration  and 
the  power  of  disqualification  will  be  exercised  only  by  the 
courts  after  a  conviction*  A  new  clause  establishing  a  Food 
Hygiene  Advisory  Council  has  been  added  to  the  Bill.  The 
members  of  the  Council  will  be  representatives  of  employers  and 
workers  in  the  food  trade  and  of  the  public*  Draft  regulations 
dealing  with  labelling,  hygiene,  any  orders  extending  registration, 
and  licensing  of  street  traders  will  be  referred  to  the  Council. 

The  new  Act  also  deals  with  the  composition  of  foods  and  their 
treatment  by  chemicals  which  might  have  a  deleterious  effect 
on  health.  It  is  the  intention  to  introduce  a  consolidation 
measure  early  in  1955  to  make  effective  simultaneously  this  Act, 
the  consolidation  measure,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which 
will  be  made  to  replace  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 

1938. 


The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  contains  sections 
which  relate  to  the  local  authority’s  statutory  responsibilities 
for  the  clearance  and  replacement  of  slum  houses  and  the 
enforcement  of  essential  repairs.  Local  sanitary  authorities 
are  required  to  submit  for  the  Minister's  approval  by  30th  August, 
1955,  their  proposals  for  dealing  with  houses  in  their  area  which 
appear  to  the  local  Council  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  preliminary  work  of  ascertaining  the  size  of  the  slum 
clearance  problem  in  New  Mills  has  been  undertaken,  and  a  broad 
estimate  made  of  the  total  number  of  unfit  houses  which  will 
require  demolition  during  the  next  five  years,  and  of  the 
amount  of  new  building  which  will  be  required  to  rehouse  the 
families  concerned.  When  further  surveys  of  the  area  have  been 
made,  the  original  estimate  may  need  amendment  and  Councils  can 
at  any  time  amplify  or  modify  proposals  they  have  previously 
submitt ed. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the  Urban  District,  and  the  Staff  for 
their  interest  and  support  in  the  working  of  the  Health 
Department  throughout  1954.

STATISTICS  OP  THE  AREA 


In  1894  tho  Urban  District  Council  of  New  Mills  succeeded 
the  Local  Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  had  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  District  since  1875#  Newtown,  formerly  in 
the  Rural  District  of  Disley  in  Cheshire,  was  added  in  1876. 

New  Mills  is  situated  in  North-West  Derbyshire;  its 
western  border  forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  Derbyshire 
and  Cheshire.  The  town  has  many  and  varied  interests  and  is 
a  centre  for  the  textile  printing  trade.  Textile  engraving, 
bleaching  and  dyeing  give  employment  to  two-fifths  of  tho 
population. 


Paper-making,  confectionery,  metal  working,  stone- 
quarrying  and  light  engineering  are  other  industries  of  the 
scattered  township.  Parts  of  the  hamlet  of  Rowarth,  of 
Ollersott  Moor  and  of  Thomsett  are  scheduled  for  inclusion  in 
the  Peak  District  National  Park  and  are  within  easy  reach  of 
the  Kinder  Heights,  popular  with  all  hill  climbers.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948, 

Section  47  ;  Powers  are  given  under  this  section  for  the  removal 
to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The 
revised  procedure  which  is  incorporated  in  the  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act*  1951,  enables  the  Local  Authority  to  secure  the 
removal  of  such  persons  without  delay,  provided  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  Medical  Practitioner 
apply  to  a  Court  or  Single  Justice  for  an  Order,  It  is  not 
necessary  to  give  seven  days  notice  to  the  head  of  the  hospital 
or  institution,  a  letter  from  such  head  that  the  case  will  be 
accepted  by  him  being  sufficient  evidence •  An  Order  made  in 

this  way  has  effect  only  for  three  weeks,  and  applications  for 
renewals  of  the  Order  for  periods  of  three  months  have  to  follow 
the  procedure  laid  down  in  the  1948  Act,  In  1954  no  action  was 
taken  under  Section  47,  Although  some  cases  had  to  be 
considered,  it  was  possible  to  make  alternative  arrangements. 

Section  50;  Under  this  Section,  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948, 
the  Council  became  responsible  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  any 
person  dying  in  the  District,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are 
made  by  any  other  person.  The  powers  given  under  Section  50  were 
not  used  during  the  year  under  review. 

Section  51:  The  County  Welfare  Department  provide  residential 

accommodation  at  Whitfield  House,  Glossop,  and  !,The  Elms’1,  Chapel-en- 
lo-Frith  for  persons  who  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  other 
circumstances  are  In  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not 
otherwise  available  to  them.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  statutory  water 
authority  for  the  district  with  the  exception  of  one  road  which 
is  within  the  statutory  area  of  Stockport  Corporation.  Prior 
to  June  1953  the  Urban  District  Council  obtained  its  supplies 
from  a  number  of  small  sources,  mainly  disused  mine  workings, 
but  since  that  date  the  greater  part  of  the  area  has  been 
provided  with  chlorinated  and  filtered  water  bought  In  bulk 
from  Stockport  Corporation.  The  aqueduct  from  the  Kinder 
Reservoir  of  Stockport  Corporation  passes  through  the  district 
along  the  route  of  A. 6015  and  supplies  the  Ball  Beard  Reservoir 
off  Low  Leighton  Road  by  gravitation.  From  this  covered 
service  reservoir  the  water  is  fed  Into  the  Urban  District 
Council* s  supply  mains  in  Low  Leighton  Road. 
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A  small  part  of  tho  area  obtains  its  water  from  Morlands 
Reservoir  which  contains  moorland  water  chlorinated  and  neutralised 
but  not  filtered.  The  Morland  Reservoir  is  also  used  for 
storage  of  water  which  is  pumped  up  from  Ball  Beard  Reservoir 
whenever  the  moorland  supply  fails.  When  arrangements  are 
completed  for  the  Stockport  water  to  supply  tho  whole  of  the 
Urban  District,  the  Morland  Reservoir  will  be  lined  and  sealed  and 
will  serve  for  storage  purposes. 

The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  town's  water  to  the  village 
of  Rowarth  has  been  approved  and  work  in  connection  with  the 
laying  of  the  mains  will  start  in  March  1955* 

Some  outlying  farms  have  private  supplies.  These  are 
potential  sources  of  pollution  during  the  manufacture  of  dairy 
produce.  Satisfactory  hygienic  conditions  can  only  be  maintained 
where  there  is  a  wholesome  and  hygienic  water  supply.

Of  the  32  samples  collected,  21  were  taken  from  the  Town's 
mains  supply  and  19  of  these  were  satisfactory.  Eight  samples 
were  taken  from  private  supplies,  four  of  which  were  unfit  for 
domestic  purposes.  Of  the  three  remaining  samples  one  was  from 
the  Mellor  and  two  were  from  the  Whaley  Bridge  supply.  The  two 
latter  were  unsatisfactory.

No  sample  was  examined  for  plumbo- solvency.  The  Water 
Engineer  has  kept  the  hardness  of  the  water  under  close 
observation  and  the  pH  is  tested  daily  and  if  necessary  action 
taken  to  counteract  any  plumbo-solvent  tendency.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  factory  chimneys  were  kept  under  constant  observation. 

In  a  number  of  cases  excessive  smoke  emission  took  place  and  where 
this  was  observed  the  attention  of  the  factory  management  was 
drawn  to  the  offence.  The  principal  cause  of  excessive  smoke 
continued  to  be  careless  or  unskilled  firing. 

SHOPS 

Sixty-nine  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  The  shops 
In  the  district  were  generally  well  kept  and  those  contraventions 
of  the  Shops  Act  noted  were  of  a  minor  character. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  part-time  operator  is  employed  for  Rodent  Control  work. 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  methods  of  control  are 
strictly  adhered  to. 

The  Council  have  undertaken  to  treat  private  dwellings  free 
of  charge  but  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  treating  business  premises 
is  recovered.  With  the  exception  of  the  amount  recoverable  from 
business  premises  the  whole  cost  of  rodent  control  is  subject  to 
a  50^  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

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Up  to  the  time  of  the  derationing  of  meat  in  July  the 
Ministry  of  Pood  operated  under  lease,  a  privately  owned 
Slaughterhouse,  and  handled  meat  for  distribution  in  the 
areas  of  the  nearby  Authorities  of  Buxton,  Chapel-en-le-Frith , 
Whaley  Bridge  and  Disley  as  well  as  for  New  Mills,  When 
private  slaughtering  returned  this  slaughterhouse  was  leased 
to  a  wholesale  meat  trader  'who  disposes  of  most  of  his  meat 
in  the  Manchester  area. 

The  responsibility  for  proper  meat  inspection  falls 
upon  this  Council  and  necessitates  considerable  extra  work  for 
the  meat  inspector  during  weekends  and  evenings. 

There  is  one  other  small  private  slaughterhouse  where 
Sunday,  and  evening  slaughtering  also,  is  carried  out.

Fifty-one  Certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  3  cwt, 
17  lb,  6  ozsc  of  various  other  foods  voluntarily  surrendered 
for  destruction. 


SECTION  P  -  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  DISEASES 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 
including  Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1954  was  112,  compared 
with  276  in  1953  and  105  in  1952. 

DIPHTHERIA 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of 
diphtheria  in  the  Urban  District  of  New  Mills,  and  there  has 
not  been  a  death  from  the  disease  since  1937.  Continuous 
propaganda,  the  most  effective  of  which  Is  persistent 
persuasion  by  the  Health  Visitor,  is  still  necessary  to 
ensure  that  a  minimum  of  70^  of  the  population  is  immunised 
and  that  the  immunity  is  maintain  at  an  adequate  level  during 
school  life.  There  was  a  poor  response  to  a  publicity 
campaign  held  in  the  Infants*  schools  during  April  and  it 
appears  that  with  the  absence  of  the  infection  for  many  years, 
parents  are  failing  to  realise  that  it  could  still  be  a  deadly 
disease  if  children  are  unprotected, 

MEASLES 

Pew  notifications  of  measles  were  received,  a  total  of 
2  compared  with  224  in  1953.  The  disease  was  mild  in  type  and 
neither  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.  As  epidemics  usually 
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occur  in  alternate  years,  a  low  incidence  in  1954  was  expected. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Since  the  early  years  of  the  century,  particularly  during  the 
last  fifteen,  scarlet  fever  has  shown  a  decline  both  in  incidence 
and  severity.  Many  factors  are  probably  involved  in  the  reduction 
of  streptococcal  infections  and  include  improvement  in  general 
living  conditions,  a  higher  standard  of  nutrition  and  the 
employment  of  antibiotics  and  sulphon amides •  Only  11  cases  were 
notified  compared  with  16  in  1953  and  none  was  admitted  to 
hospital.  Children  in  the  4  to  5  years  and  5  to  10  years  age 
groups  were  chiefly  affected. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Whooping  Cough  was  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease 
during  the  year,  a  total  of  91  cases  being  notified,  compared  with 
8  in  1953.  The  majority  of  the  infections  occurred  in  September 
and  October.  Unfortunately  over  50^>  of  the  notifications  were  in 
respect  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  are  less  able  to 
withstand  the  strain  and  are  more  likely  to  suffer  from  serious 
complications.  No  cases  are  known  to  have  been  admitted  to 
ho spital* 

POLIOMYELITIS 


No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  the  year.  Immediate 
notification  of  food  poisoning  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  as 
delay  in  notification  and  failure  to  submit  specimens  of  vomit, 
faeces  and  suspected  food  for  early  examination,  renders 
ineffective  any  attempt  at  preventive  measures.

TUBERCULOSIS  REGULATIONS 

No  action  was  necessary  in  1954  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations*  1925,  which  prohibits 
persons  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  from  employment 
In  dairy  premises. 

The  Public  Health  Act*  1936,  Section  278  provides  for 
compensation  to  be  paid  in  certain  circumstances. 

NON-NOTIE IABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Apart  from  the  death  returns*  the  only  Information 
regarding  the  presence  of  non-notif iable  infectious  disease 
is  obtained  from  the  returns  from  county  schools.  The 
infections  of  note  in  the  early  months  included  several  cases 
of  mumps  in  March,  April  and  May.  One  Junior  school  notified 
five  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  In  March,  three  In  May  and 
one  in  July.  In  November  there  was  an  epidemic  of  mild 
influenza,  which  mainly  affected  the  children  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  departments,  reducing  the  attendance  in  some  schools 
by  nearly  50^.  The  incubation  period  was  about  48  hours  and  the 
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infection  lasted  three  to  four  days*  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
there  was  some  evidence  of  a  spread  to  the  older  age  groups#
